A new form of 
electric cooking 
stove 
has 
recently 
been patented 
which, it is believed, will prove much 
more economical in operation than 
the present electric cooking appara­ 
tus, which, despite its convenience 
and cleanliness, is apt lo be expen­ 
sive under most conditions, says Har­ 
per’s Weekly . The stove is made of 
metal, and is Jacketed externally with 
some good 
heat-insulating material, 
such as asbestos 
or 
mineral wool, 
there being also a cover of the same 
material. In this Jacket there is placed 
a mass of refractory material, within 
which is 
imbedded 
silicon or some 
other 
resistance 
material, through 
which the current passes, and which, 
on account of its high specific resisi- 
ance, will become hot even to incan­ 
descence. 
For this purpose must h^ 
used a substance that does not oxi­ 
dize at high temperatures, and which 
has a suitable temperature coefficient 
and a high fusing point, as the heat 
must be communicated to the refrac­ 
tory material in which it is im hedd^. 
The stove is so built that it can be 
kept hot for a long time, and in opera­ 
tion it Is proposed to heat it up in the 
morning and then allow the current 
to run through it the entire day, so 
that it is ready for cooking at any 
time. 
This will involve but a small 
expenditure of power, and there will 
be a minimum of losses by radiation 
as in present day electric stoves.

Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 29.—Mil­ 
ler county, the county adjoining Cole 
on the south, is ex cited over a grand 
jury investigation of alleged shortag­ 
es in the county funds, said to amount 
to 18,105.20. 
A year ago the county court ap­ 
pointed C. H. Clarke, J. E. Kallem- 
bach and Charles Messersmith, repub­ 
licans, and Prof. H. L. Moles, a demo­ 
crat, as a committee to ex amine the 
books of the county and make a re­ 
port 
That report was not made public 
until a copy was procured by Major 
Thompson, then editor of the Eldon 
Eagle, and published in his paper. No 
action was taken by the county offi­ 
cers, who were all republicans. 
Last November the only democrat 
elected in the county was 
John B. 
Brockman, of Bagneli, and he was 
elected a member of the county court, 
being the first democrat to fill that 
office in a great many years. 
Judge Brockman conceived it to be 
his duty as a member of 
t he county 
court to push the inquiry into the 
whereabouts of the $8000 deficit, but 
could not get the rest of the court to 
join him in any kind of proceedings. 
As a final resort, he appeared be­ 
fore .Fudge Martin, of the circuit court, 
which is in session there this week, 
and laid ilie matter before the circuit 
judge. Now Judge Martin has a grand 
jury at work 
on the subject, 
and, 
though their labors have continued 
for several days, the money stni re 
mains unaccounted for, and it is prob­ 
able that indictments will follow. 
The county officers declare that the 
apparent deficit is merely bad book­ 
keeping. 
Judge Martin, the circuit judge in 
charge of the investigation, is a re­ 
publican, but declares that he will 
not shield the guilty, even though 
they be of his political faith.
